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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

references cites in the IDS filed with the RCE of 8/5/2005, discloses the claimed invention in which the 
mesh grid is fixed onto the cathode substrate. Cha et al. (Korea 1020020078977 A) discloses stand-off 
spacers (12) which maintain a constant separation between the mesh grid (16) and the cathode emission 
electrodes (28). Peng discloses stand-off spacers (57) which maintain constant separation between the 
mesh grid (44) and the cathode emission electrodes (52).
